test drilling will be done shortly. 

Designers of the plant have 
placed a tentative construction 
time of 22 months on the new 
unit. One of the greatest ben- 
efits to come from the new 
power-generating plant, accord- 
ing to Alabama Slectric engi- 
neers, Will be the fact that the 
electricity generated there can 
be used to firm up or make use- 
able the year round, power pro- 
duced at Alabama Electric’s 3 
hydro plants at Gantt, Point A, 
and Elba. 

Alabama Electric now pur- 
chases a portion of its ‘electric 
power from a private utility. 

The towns of Andalusia, Opp, 
Troy, Evergreen, Brundidge, Lu-, 
verne and Elba along with the 
Opp and Micolas Cotton Mills 
at Opp, are served directly by 
Alabama Electric. 

In addition, Alabama Electric, 
provides wholesale electric po- 
wer for Covington Electric Coop 
in Andalusia and South Alaba- 
ma Electric Coop in Troy.
